American Power Shovel Co., has al- 
ready organized with -Mr. Blake as 
its president. W. D. 
Curtis, 
Jr., 


\vho has for many years been en- 
gaged in the manufacturing busi- 
ness in JIaclison, being an officer of 
liic Dexter Curtis Pad Co. has be- 
come associated with Mr. Blake as 
vice president. P. 0. Fish, of Fish 
•ind Schulkamp, insurance agents, 
'< the secretary and treasurer of the 
.•oncern. 


The second working model of the 


machine is now digging away the 
huge bank at Washington ave. and 
First St., on the Cooley property at 
the rear of the Marling Lumber Co. 
The machine was designed by Geo- 
rge W. Jackson, Chicago, builder of 
Chicago tunnels. 
After 
securing 


the patent on it, he took Mr. Blake 
into partnership. 
About two years 


ago. Mr. Blake bought all of the 
patent dights and has since made a 
number of changes 
and 
improve- 


ments upon the original. The new 
company, all Madison 
men, 
was 


formed in 1918. 


Two Wen Required 


The principle of the 
machine is 


simple. 
Upon a caterpillar tractor 


is mounted a frame upright over 
which is run a steel chain to which 
is fastened a series of steel buckets. 
The machine, capable of being turn- 
ed in any direction, is backed up 
against a hill, dirt wall, or level 
surface,... The revolving 
buckets 


scoop away the earth, aided where 
the earth is tought, by sharp steel 
prongs projecting from the edge of 
the buckets. 
The .buckets carry 


their loads up over the top of the 
machine and dump them onto a 
reavy rubber 
carrier-belt, 
which 


carries the load a distance of 30 
feet or so and, as it turns, dumps it 
into a waiting wagon.

The net cost of loading the dirt is 
five cents per cubic yard. The ma- 
chine is not being kept busy all of 
the time, having to wait for teams.

creased, it is plain that the volume 
of dirt removed would be greater, 
ar.d the cost proportionately less.

The request would not be an unreasonable one, but for the fact that the 
froverr«r is asked to prepare and sign a proclamation declaring the or- 
ganiz V.ion unlawful and that all who become members lire to be treated 
as, outlaws. 


This is not all. The proclamation that is being urged would provide 


that "all publications, newspapers and printing establishments are here- 
[by enjoyed not to publish any editorial or other news item or a'dvertise- 
'ment, which will have for its purpose the'communicating of any infor- 
mation to the citizeny of the state from the organization mentioned." 


There may or may not be a branch of this organization in Wiscon- 


sin. 
That is a matter to bo ascertained, and in the meantime the gover- 


nor will be showini; proper -"Aspect for the law by refusing the request 
of the Milw.'iukeeav.s, Wisconsin is big enough to cope with any organ- 
ization, and is too big to throw suspicion about any of. her jieonle with- 
out first ascertaining if an unlawful act has been, committed. The right 
of the governor to put restrictions, upon newspapers is another phase to 
be considered.

ment for the betterment of their social and economic-conditions, and for 
the general welfare. Our constitution guarantees those rights, and affords 
the manner in which changes may be brought about.
